WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP)— 
The Senate practically killed the 
Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mission bill for the session today 
by refusing to block filibustering 
by Southern opponents. 

A cloture (debate limiting) pe- 
tition fell short by 12 votes of 
getting the required 64 for adop- 
tion. A roll call showed 52 “yes” 


and 32 “no” votes. 

It was a victory for Southern 
Democrats and dealt a heavy blow 
to chances of getting action on 
any of President Truman’s civil 
rights program at this session. 

The test came on an attempt 
to choke off debate on a motion 
to bring before the Senate for 
consideration this key measure of 
President Truman’s civil rights 
program. 

On the roll call, six Repub- 
licans joined 26 Democrats, most- 
ly from the South, in voting 
against shutting off debate. 

For cloture were 33 of the 42 
Republican Senators and 19 of the 
94 Democratic members. 


Twelve Senators did not vote. 
If they had been present, all of 
them would have had to vote for 
cloture to put it over. 


Immediately after the vote. 
Democratic Leader Scott Lucas of 
Illinois told the Senate: “We shall 
carry on the fight and get another 
vote when more Senators are 
present. I am sure another vote 
will bear greater fruit in the fu- 
ture.”

The Comptroller General's re- 
port—the sixth and final survey 
of his audits on war contracts 
running into billions of dollars— 
said 549 of the cases have been or

“Such a ratio is unparalleled 
and unprecedented in the experi- 
ence of the General Accounting 
Office,’ Warren said.

Charles H, Tiedt, 55, Dis- 
plays No Emotion — 
Shootings Followed 


Neighborhood Row.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 19— 
Charles H. Tiedt, who killed three 
persons with shotgun fire in a 
neighborhood row in St. Joseph, 
Mo. on Nov. 25, 1945, was execu- 
ted early today in the state peni- 
tentiary here. 

Tiedt, 55 years old, was strapped 
in a chair in the gas chamber a 
few minutes after midnight. 
Physicians, observing through a 
window, said he was dead five 
minutes after cyanide gas was re- 
leased in the chamber. 

He had been in death row in 
the penitentiary for nearly four 


years, pending appeals from two 
successive convictions of murder 
in Buchanan County § Circuit, 
Court. | 
The first conviction was re- | 
versed by the Missouri Supreme 
Court in December 1947 because 
of prejudicial error in trial. His 
subsequent conviction in the sec- 
ond trial was upheld by the Su- | 
preme Court last Mach 10. 
Bids Casteel Goodby. ) 
Tiedt showed no emotion when | 
the death warrant was read and 
he was led, clad in black shorts 
and a black blindfold, from a cell 
in the death house to the gas 
chamber, a few steps away. 
As*guards prepared to bolt shut 
the steel door of the gas chamber, 
Tiedt called “goodby, Marvin, God 
bless you” to Col. B. Marvin 
Casteel of St. Joseph, director of 
the State Department of Correc- 
tions, a friend for 30 years. Tiedt 
then began murmuring the 
Twenty-Third psalm. 
Tiedt killed three persons’ 
standing on the porch of a neigh- 
bor’s home. The victims were 
Fred Matchett, a Navy chief petty 
officer on leave, Fred’s brother, 
Delbert Matchett and the latter’s 
wife. Tiedt testified in his first 
trial that he opened fire with a 
shotgun because Delbert Matchett 
had threatened him.

Pledge Made With Condi- 
tions, but Is Viewed as 
Big Step Toward Goal 
of Freer Trade. 


PARIS, May 19 (AP)—Western 
European nations have taken a

trade, it was learned today. 


The system, called the Euro-| 
pean Payments Union, has been

Britain Willing to Try.

A British Treasury spokesman 
said in London that Britain had 
agreed to participate on certain 
conditions. The exact extent of 
those conditions, however, could 
not be learned immediately in 
London or Paris, where the OEEC 
has its headquarters. 

Most European nations have 
felt it would be useless to perfect 
a payments system without Brit- 
ish participation because of the 
massive flow of British sterling 
to Europe in return for goods. 

Britain, on the other hand, has 
until now declined to enter full 
participation because of fears 
such a move might lessen its 
necessary 
sterling.

CINCINNATI, May 19 (AP)—A 
substance in human milk, the 
identity of which still is unknown. 
has been established as a de- 
stroyer of the virus of poliomye- 

litis. 

That report came’ yesterday 
from Dr. Albert Sabin, director 
of infantile paralysis research in 
Cincinnati's Children’s Hospital. 

Dr. Sabin said, however, that 
studies were being continued in 
an effort to learn, just what the 
substance is that destroys the 
polio virus. 

He said the same success in 


fighting polio had been achieved | 
with the milk from a few cows |

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Not by H-Bombs Alone 

, of the reasons for the division of opinion 
among~America’s experts on atomic energy, 
which preceded the President’s order to con- 
tinue with efforts to construct the hydrogen 
bomb, have been made clear by recent public 
statements by Robert Bacher, physicist and 
former member of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Bacher has pointed out that the hydrogen 
bomb is an inefficient weapon, compared to 
atomic bombs based on the fission of uranium 
or plutonium. 

In addition, a hydrogen bomb would be far 
more useful to Russia than to the United States 
in any future war. Its potentialities for de- 
struction are so enormous that it can be used 
efficiently only on very large concentrations of 
industry and people. America has such concen- 
trations—geographically accessible—on its east- 
ern seaboard. Russia has not. 

And finally, some physicists are far from 
certain that it will prove possible to build the 
hydrogen bomb. If it does not prove possible, 
then, of course, all effort spent to produce it 
will have been wasted. 

Yet these are not arguments against building 
the hydrogen bomb. Inefficient though the bomb 
might prove to be as an American weapon, it 
would still be necessary to have it. 

The objections raised by Mr. Bacher and 
others essentially emphasize again the supreme 
importance of continuing maximum effort to 
develop atomic energy from uranium fission. 
They demonstrate the grave risks America will 
be running if it decides to. slight the develop- 
ment of atomic energy from uranium fission in 
order to concentrate on the hydrogen bomb. 
The unknown expense of the hydrogen bomb 
project should be considered as an extra burden. 

For that reason, the Navy's plan to try to 
build a submarine powered by uranium fission 
atomic energy is of extreme importance to the 
nation. Not only because America needs such 
submarines for defense, but also because in 
working to construct it, engineers and scientists 
will gain much knowledge which could be applied 
to construction of atomic energy power plants 
for purposes other than propelling submarines. 

And today it is still as true as it ever was 
that atomic energy power plants, applied to 
peaceful purposes, theoretically could transform 
the world and make it unnecessary ever to use 
an atomic-powered submarine. — 

For harnessed atomic power, if it can be de- 
veloped soon enough, could perform a multitude 
of tasks which ‘would make the free world so 
strong that the Kremlin imperialists could not 
continue their matt scheme to conquer the world. 

Congress should take stock now, and find 
out whether the nation could not do more to 
develop atomic power from uranium fission. We 
have not done so much in the past. The hydro- 
gen bomb should not be permitted to interfere 
further. 
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River Town

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Nine Days

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Racial Fumble in Detroit 


A city’s interracial committee should be re- 
inforced by statute and the committee's staff 
should be protected by civil service. That was 
made clear in St. Louis when Mayor Darst took 
over the Human Relations Council and made it 
a political adjunct of his office. It has been 
made clear in Detroit, whose Mayor Cobo is at- 
tacking that city’s interracial committee. 

In the Detroit case the Mayor has been 
angered by. opposition to his housing plans for 
Negroes. He has offered these plans as a sub- 
stitute for the interracial committee. With more 
Negro housing, he says, the committee will not 
be necessary. 

His housing project is attacked as a “sham” 
by the president of the Detroit branch of the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, Edward M. Turner. Mr. Turner 
is a member of the interracial committee, hence 
some of Mavor Cobo's animus against that 
group. The Mayor says that by publicizing its 
activities the committee has “inflamed tensions 
rather than relieving them” and he has in effect 
ordered it to suppress criticism of his program. 

He is holding over the committee's head the 
threat to fire George Schermer, its director. Mr. 
Schermer is responsible for much of the com- 
mittee’s success and his work with it has made 
him nationally known. He was called in as a 
consultant by the city of St. Louis after the Fair- 
grounds Park racial disturbance and made an 
excellent study and report on that unfortunate 
incident. If he were sacrificed to Mayor Cobo's 
anger it would be a major setback to interracial 
progress in Detroit. 

Labor leaders, church men, Negroes, heads of 
civil rights groups, have pleaded in behalf of 
the committee. Victor Reuther, head of the 
United Automobile Workers educational depart- 
‘ment, says the committee must have more power 
and a stronger policy to meet “growing tensions” 
in Detroit. The Detroit Times says the commit- 
tee “has done a consistently fine job without 
any tools to speak of except the idealism and 
determination and individual elbow grease of 
its 6wn members.” 

Detroit's efforts in behalf of racial progress, 


and St. Louis's, must be put above politics. They 
deserve to be well informed and based on the 
soundest judgment available, rather than on po 
litical expediency. 
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All-Around Defiance 


Five down and two more likely to go— 
that is a two-weeks’ score in Congress against 
President Truman’s reorganization plans. What 
began as an effort to bring organizational con- 
sistency into government is suddenly stuck in 
congressional inconsistency. 

Congress was not hesitant to give the Presi- 
dent authority to devise reorganization of the 
executive branch. But having given him this 
power, the Senate now seems determined that 
he be prevented from using it in connection 
with a series of agencies. 

Last week the ‘Senate junked reorganization 
plans for the Treasury Department and National 
Labor Relations Board. Now it has killed plans 
for the Department of Agriculture, Federal Com- 
munications Commission and Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. And Senators are still gun- 
ning against reorganizing the Federal Trade 
Commission and Federal Power Commission. 

Mr. Truman had proposed that the chairman 
of the FCC and ICC be given full authority 
over funds and administration. It was a prin- 
ciple of the Hoover Commission, which sug- 
gested such reforms, that the man responsible 
for administering an agency should not be sub- 
jected to divided responsibility. Yet several 
Senators took the reorganization proposal to 
mean that the FCC and ICC would become 
“one-man agencies.” 

This argument simply ignores the distinction 
between purely administrative work which 
should belong to the chairman, and the more 
important regulatory work which properly be- 
longs go all members of such commissions. 

Reorganization would give the chairmen of 
the FCC or ICC no additional power over the 
regulation of communications and commerce. 
Reorganization would simply concentrate much 
of the non-regulatory functions in the chairmen, 
and leave the other commissioners free to con- 
centrate on their main business. 

No doubt Congressmen are jealous of the in- 
dependence of regulatory agencies created by 
Congress. These agencies should be free from 
political interference in their regulatory work. 
But it is absurd to leave every member of a 
board or commission so “independent” that he 
can hire, direct and fire its employes. 

Congress is defying not only the President, 
in wrecking the reorganization plans. It is 
defying good business sense, and public expec- 
tation of rational, efficient government. 
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Undertone of Peace 


It was a restrainedly hopeful report Trygve 
Lie gave the world after his mission to Moscow. 
There was a constant undertone of peace under- 
lying his conversations with Russian leaders, he 
said. But how, or even if, talk of peace might 
be translated into action, he did not say. 

He gave no clue as to the results of his dis- 
cussions about the specific issues which are 
stalling the United Nations. There would be 
more reason for greater optimism had not Rus- 
sian leaders, from Stalin down, reiterated de- 
sives for peace on many previous occasions. 

Mr. Lie presumably will have a more detailed 
report to render Western leaders when he talks 
to them again. When he does, may they keep 
before them the need for seeking ways by which 
expressions of peaceful intentions could be de- 
veloped into more than pious platitudes. 

What needs to bé done now is to find out 
whether at least some of the specific matters in 
dispute cannot be resolved. This might be ac- 
complished at a meeting of the foreign minis- 
ters of Britain, France, the United States and 
Russia. If the Lie mission can be the catalyst 
to bring East and West together again in ¢on- 
ference, then indeed will Mr. Lie have given 
the world reason for hope. 
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Parallel Between Two Boards 

Like the Police Board before it, the Kansas 
City Election Board needs to be swept clean of 
suspicion of underworld influence. The situa- 
tions of the recently deposed Police Board and 
the present Election Board are nearly parallel. 

Two members of the old Police Board were 
approved by the underworld politician, Charles 
Binaggio. That is also true of Chairman Ray- 
mond Edlund of the Election Board and of 
Harold Marshall, who has just resigned. Both 
had Binaggio backing. ’ 

The Binaggio friends on the Police Board ap- 
pointed a police officer favorable to the Demo- 
cratic boss. Edlund and Marshall saw to it that 
two close Binaggio allies were named assistant 
commissioners for the Election Board. 

As a result of such activities, and of the mur- 
der of Binaggio, the work of both the previous 
Police Board and the present Election Board 
have been brought into public question. In 
each case, the resignation of a Binaggio favorite 
opened the way for a housecleaning. 

Gov. Smith has offered the Election Board 
vacancy to Paul Van Osdol Jr., a Republican 
lawyer who has the confidence of civic leaders. 
As in the case of the Police Board, one resigna- 
tion should only be the beginning. In short, 
Chairman Edlund should be forced to resign. 

Again, the responsibility is Gov. Smith's. 
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Sound Decision in Illinois 

The Illinois Supreme Court has handed down 
a decision in which the seven members of the 
court, the Illinois bar and citizens of the state 
may take thorough satisfaction. This is the rul- 
ing that the Barry-Lee Act, passed by the last 
Legislature and signed by Gov. Stevenson, is 
a wholly proper method of guaranteeing trial 
rights to convicted persons who say they were 
sent to prison without knowing that they had 
the right to be represented by a lawyer. 

This decision, which is clearly and ably pre- 
sented by Justice Jesse Simpson of Edwards- 
ville, rejects the contention of several State's 
Attorneys and Circuit Judges that the Post-Con- 
viction Hearing Act is an invasion of the Su- 
preme Court's own powers. As Justice Simp- 
son says, the law—and now the decision itself 
—is recognition that Illinois had failed to pro- 
duce an adequate remedy for persons accused 
of crime and not provided with counsel to pro- 
tect their constitutional rights. 

This decision culminates long and hard work 
on the part of many persons, including among 
others the late Justices Rutledge and Murphy of 
the United States Supreme Court, who joined 
in calling the old Illinois procedure a “labyrinth 
of blind alleys.” In particular, it is a credit to 
the Ilinois Bar Association leadership which 
worked closely with the Supreme Court Justices 
at Springfield. Now it remains only for the State's 
Attorneys and the Circuit Judges to apply the 
law in the spirit in which it was worked cut, 
passed and held constitutional.

Republicans Found Nothing 


The whole campaign seems to have been 
based on old material in the files of the 
Un-American Activities Committee and the 
records of a subcommittee of the House 
Appropriations Committee which, in 1948 
when the Republicans were in control of 
Congress, investigated 108 cases provided 
by Representative Busbey, 51 of which 
were not, even then, found to be employed 
by the State Department. 


This subcommittee, with a Republican 
majority, did not consider that a report 
was warranted and “felt that the State De- 
partment was doing a good job.” Yet it 
was revealed on the floor of the House 
a few days ago—and subsequently con- 
firmed by the State Department—that ev- 
ery one of the 81 cases mentioned by Sen- 
ator McCarthy in the Senate on Feb. 20 
was “contained in the list of 108.” 


Such material is no longer taken seri- 
ously by anybody but the newspapers 
owned by Col. McCormick, one of whose 
reporters is understood to have prepared 
the Senator's early evidence. Certainly 
the presentation of his early cases bore 
all the recognizable marks of the Chicago 
Tribune reporting. . 


Stooge for Chiang Lobby 


The first, and minor, attack on Dr. Lat- 
timore came in this period. It was with 
the announcement of the decision to con- 
centrate all the fire on this single indi- 
vidual that the attack became serious, 
and it was evident that:a group with a 
less dispersed fanaticism had taken charge 
of Senator McCarthy's case. 


What is loosely known as the “China 
Lobby,” an organization which has been 
circulating venomous accusations against 
all officials involved in the formulation of 
Far Eastern policy for some years, is a 
mixed collection which includes business 
men whose future prosperity depends on 
the continuation of Kuomintang rule, re- 
cent apologists for the Nazis, and lobby- 
ists in the employ of the Chinese Nation- 
alist Government. 


They are dangerous because they know 
what they want—unlimited support of Na- 
tionalist China—and they are prepared to 


go to any lengths to get it. To them, it is 
clear, Senator 


A is only a willing 
tool. It is doubtful whether he had, when 
this campaign started, any knowledge ex- 
cept the most superficial of Communism 
and what it meant or any understanding 
of its perils. It was to him merely a use- 
ful label to use on Democrats for election 
purposes. 

If Senator McCarthy and his friends 
were involved in an honest attempt to find 


where American policy went wrong in Chi- 
na (if it did go wrong) or to discover 
whether any member of the State Depart- 
ment were disloyal they would not be har- 
rying Mr. Acheson, who is responsible 
neither for the policy that failed nor for 
the clearance of his staff. They would be 
questioning Gen. Marshall. But such a 
course would not provide the emotional 
outlet which the frustrated primitives so 
urgently need. 

Prof. Zechariah Chafee of Harvard has 
called the McCarthy attack a “barbarian 
invasion,” and it is against the intellectu- 
als that barbarian anger is primarily di- 
rected, “This pompous diplomat in striped 
pants, with a phony British accent,” the 
Senator called the Secretary of State, and 
Senator Wherry shouted that “Mr. Acheson 
must go; he is a bad security risk.” 


Those “Tawdry Witnesses” 


These are the cries of simple men, men 
who are frustrated by the complexities 
of the international picture today, men 
who would like to be able to retire to the 
wide plains of the Middle West again and 
recapture their old isolationism. They 
have the backing of the majority of the 
Republican Senators from the Middle West, 
including even that of Senator Taft, whose 
upbringing and education should have 
taught hima to know better. On April 27 
they got the support of Mr. Herbert Hoover. 


Senatot McCarthy is only the momen- 
tary rallying-point of all these forces of 
isolationism and anti-intellectualism. The 
rally itself was not possible while atten- 
tion was focused on Europe and the suc- 
cess of the Marshall plan was in the fore- 
ground. It became possible when the ad- 
vance of Communism in China forced Eu- 
rope into the background and the convic- 
tion of Alger Hiss made intelligence a 
suspect quality. Nobody would believe for 
five minutes the tawdry collection of wit- 
nesses assembled against Dr. Lattimore 
if the doctrine of “treason by brains’ were 
not now acceptable in many quarters. 


Whose Record Is Better? 


Dr. Lattimore pointed this out very 
clearly when he said to the committee: 
“Unlike McCarthy I have never been 
charged with a violation of the laws of 
the United States or the ethics of my pro- 
fession. I have never been accused, as 
McCarthy has been, of income-tax evasion, 
of the destruction of records that were in 
my official custody, or of improperly using 
an official position for the purpose of ad- 
vancing my own fortunes, political or oth- 
erwise. 

“Unlike Budenz, I have never been a 
member of the Communist party or sub- 
scribed to a conspiracy to overthrow and 
subvert established governments. Unlike 
Budenz, I have never engaged in a con- 
spiracy to commit murder or espionage.” 
Yet the point has been reached when the 
testimony of ex-Communists is the only 
testimony which many will believe.

Toilers of the Sea 


THE EASTER FLEET, by Roger Vercel. (Random House, 

New York, 248 pgs., $2.75.) 

It was a fateful thing that the tide came 
to the town of Cancale on the Brittany 
coast on Easter morning. The fishermen 
of Cancale, devout in their rough way, had 
never sailed in their “Caravane” on that 
holy day, but this was the last tide allotted 
to Cancale by the regulations for the re- 
stocking of the oyster beds. There had 
been protests, mostly by the women, and 
predictions of disaster as sails were set: 
“All right—they're snapping their fingers 
at Him, and He'll do the same to them.” 
The priest, too, had spoken his warning: 
“Fishing and misfortune are brothers. The 
men are going out to look for one—let 
them watch out lest they bring back the 
other.” But the fleet sailed and from the 
quay, the jetty, the women followed it 
with hard, unhappy eyes. 

One who watched was Yande, the wife 
of Goulec, a drunken idler but the keenest 
fisherman of the port when he chose to he. 
Up on the hill the bells for high mass were 
striking their first hesitant notes, seeking 
their cadence. “Listen to God calling 
them.” said Yande, “and look at them.” 
She would’ be glad if the men, in their 
defiance of Him, didn't bring back an 
oyster. 

It was a hope, next thing to a prayer, 
that was not fulfilled. The fishing was 
good that Easter day. The boats came hac® 
well filled with oysters for the beds. which 
caused one of the men to remark that 
religion was a good thing for women

for this day's work. 

In this fashion is the tension set for 
“Easter Fieet” by Roger Vercel. the 
Frenchman who knows the humble fisher- 
folk in their age-old struggle with the sea. 
It is a tension that runs all through the 
tale, foretelling tragedy to come in pay- 
ment for sacrilege. Others half forget buf 
Yande remembers well and warns of venge- 
ance yet to come. 

It came, or so it seemed, when a strange 
blight fell upon the feeding beds and all 
the oysters were destroyed, as by the sweep 
of a hand in the night. For Yande it was 
vindication. “Didn't I tell you plain 
enough,” she said, “that it'd be paid for.” 

When the final blow falls, though, it is 
on Yande herself, who pays the penalty for 
the blasphemy of them all in the sailing of 
the Easter fleet. It falls upon her in the 
forfeit of Goulec’s life. In the fate that 
befalis him there is. however, something 
of the magic of expiation, and Yande finds 
peace with her dead.

The Press of America 
From a speech before the School of Journalism of the 
University of Oklahoma. 

HE press has become big business. When Joseph Pulitzer 
T founded the Post-Dispatch he had $2500. I’ve got that much, 

but I can’t start a newspaper. It is amazing the amount of 
money it takes to buy modern mechanical equipment and establish 
a newspaper. It costs many millions of dollars to start a*paper in a 
large city, and it is a hazardous undertaking. 

I am a disciple of Louis Brandeis, but not in the sense of his 
opposition to all bigness in America. I think we have got to have 
bigness in this big country, but I don’t know what the answer is to 
the bigness of the press. I certainly don’t think that anything 
should be done to cut up the press into small bits anymore than 
I think we should destroy the mass production industries in Detroit 
and go back to the machine shops. But I do think that if we have 
fairly in mind the evils of commercialization of the press something 
can be done about it, by fine individuals, perhaps by people’ in this 
very room.

THE NEWSPAPER IS SOMETHING more tha a business 


proposition, it is an essential part of the working out of democracy. 


Therefore, when I see the Pharisees among the press using the great 
principles of the Constitution to increase the money in their own 
pockets I am disturbed. There have been many examples of this. 
One, an outstanding example, occurred some years ago when the 
child-labor amendment was presented to the states. 


A lot of newspaper publishers, thinking they might have to. 


pay their newsboys more money, opposed the child-labor amend- 
ment. They didn’t say in their papers that they opposed it because 
they didn’t want to give their newsboys a break. But they said, 
“Oh, no. This sort of thing should not go into the Constitution.” 
They drummed up all sorts of academic and scholarly arguments 
to show that this was not the type of thing that should go into 
organic law. They freely used the privileges of Article 1 of the 
Bill of Rights to promote their own business interests. In the free- 
dom granted under Article I, the free press presupposes that that 
freedom is going to be used responsibly and reasonably, and the 
people ought to compel the newspapers to do that. 

Along the line of commercialization of the press you probably 
know of a book written by Oswald Garrison Villard, called “The 
Disappearing Daily.” It is an excellent book. He tells how the num- 
ber of papers in America is declining. There were 2042 large Eng- 
lish language dailies in America in 1920. The number dwindled to 
1933 in the year 1930, and there were only 1754 when he wrote his 
book. There are even fewer today. 

* * 

THEN WE have the monopoly picture. I don't know how many 
cities in America have one newspaper ownership. It’s true of Kan- 
sas City; it’s true of Minneapolis, and it’s true of Des Moines and 
in the case of those two cities the Cowles brothers own the papers 
in both. It’s true of Louisville, Ky., and it’s true of Oklahoma City. 

Therefore you have a situation where you are at the mercy of 
a single publisher. There is no contest; there is no competition.. I 
don’t think this is related to the genius of our institutions, or the 
welfare of democracy. Along with that you have the chains, the 
Hearst, Scripps-Howard and Gannett and the Knight chains. Some- 
how or other it seems difficult for chain newspapers to achieve true 
greatness. I don't know of any that has. 

* * 

THE MEDIUM BY WHICH PUBLISHERS express themselves 
is through the editorial page. Henry Mencken, some years ago, 
took a look at the editorial pages of America and said: “The edi- 
torial pages have descended to the intellectual level of pants 
pressing.” In the Post-Dispatch office we have a term of reproach 
when the members of the staff write bad pieces. We call them 
“pants pressers.” To my mind the golden age of editorial writing 
occurred when the men who wrote the editorials owned their own 
papers and they said what they thought with complete freedom. | 
refer to such men as Herace Greeley, ‘“‘Marse’” Henry Watterson 
and Murat Halstead. Joseph Pulitzer didn’t write his own editorials 
but he directed the page carefully. 

My all-time journalistic idol is the original Joseph Pulitzer. | 
am with the Post-Dispatch largely because I was attracted to the 
ideals of that great man. I would urge all of you if you haven't

ONE OF THE RESULTS of the vapid editorial pages of Amer- 
ica is that people have just quit reading them and in their places 
have come the columns—the columns of Pegler, Childs, Lippmann.

It is an essential part of the democratic process, 
and I hope that the evils of commercialization can be conquered in 


some way or another. I have one word of advice, if I may not be) 


patronizing to you youngsters, that it’s a good thing to go into jour- 
nalism with a creed, a basic philosophy, to guide yourself. Maybe you 
will not always be able to fulfill it but it will be a touchstone for 
your own behavior and for your own decision on vital issues that 
arise—issues that are often very perplexing.

A Debate on Real Issues in Colorado 


DENVER. 
cCARTHYISM has very quickly come into use as a convenient 
word to describe the politics of character assassination and 
smear. In some respects it is a new phenomenon in American 

political life. 


It bears more resemblance to 
the degraded politics of the Eu- 
ropean dictatorships than to any- 
thing we have known here. While 
the familiar trade. names of lib- 
eral (or progressive) and conserv- 
ative have worn thin from abuse 
and misuse, we 
have until re- 
cent years kept 
pretty much 
within that” 
range in Ameri- 
ca. 

Here in Colo- 
rado a contest 
is shaping up 
that is happily 
within the sound 
tradition of the 
American past. 
The voters seem 
likely to get a choice between 
two men who stand for different 
philosophies of government. And 
the use of the irrelevant smear 
and the demagogic character as- 
sault should be confined to the 
minimum of the fanatic fringe. 


Senator Eugene D. Millikin, a 
Republican, is seeking re-election. 
He is a distinguished and able 
gentleman of the old school, a 
conservative in the familiar mean- 
ing of that word. 


Although Millikin made a com- 
fortable fortune as a lawyer, he 
has never fallen victim to the 
arrogance of wealth that afflicts 
some self-made men. As he has 
demonstrated several times in the 
Senate, he has a strong sense of 
the freedoms guaranteed to the 
individual within the framework 
of the Constitution. 


Republicans and Democrats. But 
it is shrewd politics for the Presi- 
dent to identify his party with 
these accomplishments and the 
benefits that flow from them. 


Some Republicans—the late 
Senator Charles McNary of Ore 
gon was one—have gone to bat 
for public power development. 
But they were mavericks in « 
party that has tended increasingly 
to stand solidly in defense of 
things as they are. 


“Fl War Speeded the Pace. 


In the West the status quo sim- 
ply won't do. There must be new 
industries and more jobs. Nor is 
pew West willing any longer to 
‘continue in a semi-colonial rela- 
itionship as the purveyor of raw 
materials for Eastern industries 
and scenic vacations for Eastern 
dudes. 


Great changes began with the 
development of the hydroelectric 
projects in the early "30s. The 
War enormously accelerated the 
tempo of change, bringing along 
with new industries a lot of new 
families who liked the looks of 
the country and settled down to 
Stay. 

Now your old-fashioned con- 
servative is not averse to getting 
a dam or a river dredged in his 
district or his state when the 
pork barrel passes around. That 
is not against the rules. 


But from the approach that 
draws government into a limited 
partnership for the large-scale 
development of resources, the 
conservative shies away with 
nervous, haste. And it is just 
here that the New Deal-Fair Deal 
appeal has been so powerful in 
the West.

ee West Needs Help. 


Opposing Millikin will be Rep- 
resentative John A. Carroll who, 
is serving his second term in the| Republicans Losing Ground. 
House from Denver. Carroll 
subscribes to much but not all of 
the Truman welfare program. He 
has made a name for himself on 
the floor of the House with his 
drive and his alertness. 


Both men have intelligence and 
integrity. The hopeful prospect— 
and it is a commentary on the 
times that it should be unusual— 
is that they will debate the issues 
that face the country and that the 
voters will decide between them 
on the basis of those issues. 

To the outsider, unfamiliar 
with local political tides, it 
would seem that Carroll, the pro- 
gressive, should have a _ good 
chance to unseat Millikin, the 
conservative. The partnership of 
government is essential to the 
development of the West and that 
is what Carroll, as a Truman 
Democrat, stands for. | 

As the President has shown 
again in his latest tour, the pull-| 
ing power of such vast projects | 
as the Grand Coulee dam is great | 
out here. These projects were ' 
built with the tax dollars of both | 


States long considered safely 
on the Republican side of the 
fence have been going Demo- 
cratic in recent years. In rock- 
ribbed Republican Oregon, as the 
President took delight in pointing 
out, Democratic registration has 
for the first time in the history 
of the state exceeded Republican 
registration. And Oregon sends 
Wayne Morse, a Republican with 
little regard for the old taboos 
and slogans, to the Senate. 

If there were more states where 
the choice was as clear as it ‘is 
between Carroll and Millikin 
here in Colorado, the temptation 
to resort to McCarthyism would 
be negligible. And the irrelevant 
smear with its totalitarian over- 
tones could not catch on.

Sloan's statement was followed 
by a summary by Brig. Gen. S. D. 
Sturgis Jr. of the loss of life and 
property in floods in the last few 
weeks in the middle valley. 

Flood on the Heart River. 

Late snows and heavy spring 
rains, followed by mild weather, 
produced the recent floods, Sloan 
related.

Losses in Recent Floods Cited. 

Gen. Sturgis, Army member of 
Interagency, said 24 lives were 
lost in the recent floods of the 
middle Missouri and tributaries. 
In addition, damages exceeded 
$30,000,000, more than 600,000 
acres of land were flooded, 35 
towns were inundated, thousands 
of persons had to leave their 
homes temporarily and hundreds | 
of highways were blocked. All| 
but one of the fatalities and a 
third of the damages occurred 
along the Little Nemaha river 
and other small streams in south- 
eastern Nebraska. yet only 35,000 
acres were flooded in that dis- 
trict. 

However, the general said, 
dams, levees and flood walls in/ 
the Interagency system, which is 
in early stages of over-all con- 
struction, served to prevent dam- 
ages which might have exceeded 
$8,500,000. He said the Mandan 
levees and Heart Butte Dam to- 
gether cost $4,300,000 and in this 
single flood had prevented almost 
$2.700,000 in damages. 

No one at the Interagency 
meeting raised the old question 
of whether the pending Agricul- 
ture Department plan, for inten- 
sive water-control at the sources 
and more soil conservation, might 
play a material part in flood con- 
trol and reduce the need for some 
of the more elaborate structures 
now planned.

Joan's Still Having a Hard Time 
ENEVER you see that unhappy mask of a face of Joan 
W cevwtora on the screen these days, you can be pretty 
sure something awful is going to happen to her, and a 
lot of it. Joan runs true to form in “THE DAMNED DON’T 
CRY,” at the ST. LOUIS THEATER. We 
have one of those annoying and unneces- 
sary flashback treatments so much the 
fashion, opening with Joan straggling back 
to a broken-down shack by the California oil 
wells looking like a pup who's been out in 
the rain all night. Then we dissolve back to 
how it all started—a drab married life, a 
her only son killed by a car the first day he 
rides his new bike. Joan leaving hubby to make her own way. 

She becomes a wholesale dress house model, entertaining 
buyers. at night, and grows hard-boiled and ruthless. She 
steers a meek accountant into the job of business front for 
a nation-wide crime syndicate, drops the bookkeeper early 
to become the mistress of the big boss himself, poses as a 
Texas oil heiress, is sent to check on a California lieutenant 
of the syndicate who is plotting revolt, and, naturally, falls in 
love with him, too. The chief and his lieutenant are knocked 
off by gunplay, leaving Joan wounded, and both her next 
course of action and the customers up in the air. 

This is a sad, sad, phony, phony story. It only proves that 
Joan is no nearer the tragedienne she seems to imagine. her- 
self to be than she was in her last effort. That entry, “Fila- 
mingo Road,” at least started well, before falling apart into 
bad melodrama. This hasn't even that advantage. David 
Brian and Steve Cochran are wooden figures as the gang 
lords, and Kent Smith, an excellent actor, is submerged in 
the mousy role of the accountant. 


Truly a Titan 

Not a single actor is shown on the screen in “THE 
TITAN,” opening tomorrow at the ART, which is quite a re- 
lief after seeing the rest of the week's output. Instead, the 
mighty sculpture and murals of Michelangelo Buonarroti and 

the noble ruins of Florence and ancient Rome 
tell how the spirit and mind of man can 
soar to great heights despite war, intrigue, 
meanness and superstition. 

As put together by Robert Flaherty from 
some film made by Curt Oertel, Swiss pro- 
ducer, and narrated by Fredric March, this 
70-minute documentary on Michelangelo's 

life and times is a masterpiece of story-telling. There are only 
a few shadows and off-screen murmurs to give the human 
presence. Instead, our imagination is stirred, into a_ vivid 
picturization of the times by a minute and loving examipa- 
tion of statuary, cathedrals, palaces, piazzas, paintings, the 
swaying of trees in the wind in a lovely Italian landscape, 
as March tells of the genius and his long career, Lorenzo de 
Medici of Florence, the Savonarola uprising, the siege of 
Florence, Michelangelo's commissions for Popes Julius II, 
Leo X and Clement VII. 

It is in the detailed examination by the camera of the 
Michelangelo's great works that the real power of the film 
lies. The completely charming Bacchus, the magnificent David, 
the stunning Pieta, the figures of Day and Night on Giuliano's 
tomb and those of Dawn and Evening on Lorenzo's, the 
Medici Madonna, the mighty Moses, all are made to carry 
profound emotion for the spectator. It is regrettable that 
the views of the Sistine ceiling and the wall of the Last 
Judgment could not be in color to obtain their full impact. 
But all the works as projected are a stirring and enriching 
experience, not only to the art lover, but to anyone at all 
susceptible to beauty and powerful expression. For what 
Michelangelo said so eloquently in these mute figures is uni- 
versal and timeless. 


Good Story Gone Wrong 

There is a fascinating movie script in the career of James 
Addison Reavis, the audacious swindler who attempted to 
grab himself a huge hunk of land in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico in the 1880s and ‘980s by a chain of forged titles, deeds and 

faked genealogy. But it isn't contained in 
“THE BARON OF ARIZONA,” at the OR- 
PHEUM. In trying to romanticize the events 
in cloak and sword style, the script has made 
the story unconvincing, has exaggerated, 
transposed or invented details, left out highly 
interesting ones, thrown in unnecessary melo- 
drama. Vincent Price has hammed the char- 
acter of Reavis into implausibility, even though the fellow was 
in fact a colorful, swashbuckling rascal. The mob scenes are as 
badly done, unfit for a high school production of “Julius 
Caesar.” It is so poorly produced and directed that some. se- 
quences are laughable. Reavis is pictured as living in a palatial 
mansion. When he steps outside he is in the midst of a three- 
shack cow town, supposedly representing Prescott, with the 
mob of irate citizens totaling about 50, presumably all that 
could be mustered on a low budget. 

If this had stuck to the facts in a semi-documentary man- 
ner, and had a good production and good actors, it could 
have been tremendously intriguing. The facts, as gathered by 
Post-Dispatch research in a story 13 years ago, are briefly 
these: Reavis, a former mule-trolley driver in St. Louis, who 
forged his way out of the Confederate Army, got the original 
Peralta Spanish crown land grant and a later deed from the 
luggage of an acquaintance named Willing after Willing died 
mysteriously under circumstances indicating poison, and 
Reavis posed as a newspaper reporter in order to go through 
his effects. The original grant was for 1,300,000 acres, which 
Reavis enlarged to 10,000,000 acres (‘about 15,600 square 
miles, not 1,300,000 or the whole state of Arizpna, as the 
movie has it). 

After lengthy preparation in this country and Mexico, 
the swindler made claim for the land in 1883. The property of 
40,000 settlers was involved, but, strangely, and opposed to 
the movie, there was little enmity against Reavis; on the 
contrary, he was regarded as a hero. There was a rush for 
quitclaim deeds, which Reavis sold for at least $1000 each; 
he bilked many prominent men, including Robert Ingersoll, 
Senator Roscoe Conkling and John W. Mackay, took the 
Southern Railroad and Silver King Mining Company for 
$50,000 each, and altogether collected $500,000 on his fraud 
and cost the Government $250,000 to fight him. He lived in 
luxury beyond that indicated in the movie, with homes in New 
York and San Francisco. He traveled to Europe and had the 
audacity to introduce his wife at the court of Spain as the 
fourth Baroness in the Peralta line, which actually was ex- 
tinct. Ten vears after his original claim, he came up with 
completely forged new supporting evidence to the effect that 
his wife was the Peralta descendant, which left the federal 
court “simply paralyzed.”

120,” writes a Seattle fan. “Some- 
times we have found it very help- 
ful However, when the first 
partner discards a black card we 
attach no significance to the dis- 
card of the second partner. Is 
there any reason why we should?” 


The answer is yes, as you will 
see from this hand: 


With both sides needing 120, 
your partner's first discard is 
black. Perhaps, if the cards have 
been running against vou, you'll 
mutter to yourself that it's just 
your luck that he is able to make 
the minimum on the same hand 
you are easily able to make it. 
You are wrong; it is a tremen- 
dous advantage—particularly if 
you can tell him about it. It is 
very important for you to discard 
a black card,- and your choice 
should lie between the eight and 
the three for that reason. Either 
would be correct, but since there's 
no pack vet you might just as well 
let the 8-spot go and save the 
three for a little later on. 


When vou discard a black card 
you Jet your partner know that 
you too are able to make the 
minimum. Thus you can both af- 
ford to wait for-as long as you 
like; your partner will not be 
sta ded into making the initial 
meld early because he fears you 
are not able to do so. Neither one 
of you will make the initial meld 
until he is able to take the pack 
at the same time. 


Meanwhile, if your opponents 
are able to make the minimum 
and do so at the expense of re- 
ducing one hand, you are able to 
take tactical advantage of that 
situation by making the initial 
meld from the hand at that play- 
ers right. Thus, even if you 
have to reduce your hand to make 
the meld, you will have the ad- 
vantage of discarding into his 
short hand while he has the dis- 
advantage of having to discard 
into your side’s long hand.

Dear Martha Carr: 

AM a widow. I have several children, the oldest a boy 19, 
who makes my life thoroughly miserable. He can be a fine 
boy and a good boy when he wants to but he doesn't want 
to any more. He has had several good jobs offered him but 
he won't work. I have a 
very small income. It will 
take care of the younger 
children with careful plan- 
ning but is not enough to 
support him, too. But he 
cares about no one but 
himself and doesn't care if 
the younger ones eat or 
| not just so he is fed. I 
7 = have been a good mother 
to him, have done without 
———— things to care for him. He 
is impudent and _ disre- 
epectful and has even tried to strike me. I have always dis- 
ciplined him but he says he is boss now and can do and say 
what he pleases. This son kills all the joy I have ever had in 
me. I grieve over him constantly. I love him just as much as 
the others in spite of his ways, and it breaks my heart to 
have him so heartless and mean. He tells me when he gets 
older he'll give me a lot more trouble, and that I can’t make 
him leave. Do I have to put up with his conduct? He needs 
zomeone who can influence him but refuses to see our pastor 
or anyone else I suggest. What can I do about my boy before 

it is too late? UNHAPPY MOTHER. 
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There can be the right kind of discipline and the. wrong 
kind. Perhaps your disciplining of your boy was not the kind 
he needed, or was not of the type to which he responded. 
Otherwise you should not be having such a time with him 
now. It may be he has got in with the wrong company, ‘that 
in watching over the younger ones you have neglected to 
keep an eye on his activities and his companions and where- 
abouts. Unselfishness has to be developed in any child, and 
if he had been taught as he was growing up to have regard 
for the needs and rights of others, you should not be having 
such difficulty with him now. It is natural for youngsters 
growing up to try to show their independence, to chafe against 
authority, to want to strike out for themselves. To some ex- 
tent this is a good sign, but during this period they definitely 
need guidance. Instead of being so upset by the attitude of 
your son, try talking to him, appealing to his better side, 
making him feel that since you are alone and he is the eldest 
you look to him for help, need him to lean on. Try giving 
him some responsibility and see if he will rise to the occa- 
sion. See if you can get him interested in a young people’s 
group at your church through the help of your pastor. If all 
your efforts in appealing to him are in vain, there is no 
reason why you should continue to support in idleness a boy 
who acts as he does. He is able-bodied and can take care of 
himself, and should be made to realize that he must. If you 
have the heart to turn your boy out and make him shift for 
himself, it might be an excellent lesson and might make him 
wake up to some sense of duty and responsibility. If you feel 
this is too harsh a way to treat him when he is only 19, 
you might appeal to the workers at the Family and Children’s 
Service, 4643 Lindell boulevard, and ask them to step in and 
see what suggestions they can make and what help they can 
give with your problem.

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Editor Whose Prayer Plea Won Prize 


Pulitzer Winner Carl M. Saunders Old Colleague of Vandenberg; Proud of Trout Fly Named for Him

JACKSON, Mich., May 19. 
DITOR CARL M. SAUN- 
E DERS, an old interviewer a 
bit uncomfortable in the role 
of interviewee, rolled his cigar 
thoughtfully and contemplated 
the career which had brought 
him to a newspaper man’s su- 

preme glory—a Pulitzer prize. 

“Colorless background,” he 
muttered, in a merciless editorial 
appraisal of his own biography. 

Seanning his 4l-year newspaper 
career, 16 years of it spent as edi- 
tor of the Jackson Citizen Patriot, 
he was able to recall a good many 
things that pleased him—his 
years as an editorial colleague of 
Michigan’s Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg, his part in starting 
the Willkie-for-President boom, 
dozens of campaigns and services 
for his beloved city of Jackson. 
But on the whole, he apologized, 
his life has been unspectacular. 

Thinking it over, he decided 
that one of the most satisfying 
distinctions to come his way was 
having a trout fly named after 
him. 

“That’s a real honor, as any 
trout fisherman will tell you,” 
says Saunders, who likes to run 
up to Canada in quest of trout 
whenever he has an opportunity. 
The fly is called the Max Sandy, 
after a nom de plume which 
Saunders used in Grand Rapids 
when he was editing one of the 
first outdoor news sections in the 
“It’s a good fly, too,” 


he says. 

Saunders, who will be 60 years 
old in October, was awarded the 
Pulitzer prize for an editorial pro- 
posing that a period on Memorial 
dav be set aside to pray for peace. 

His idea was wideiy adopted 
and its acceptance seems to be 
growing. Last year it was unani- 
mously approved by Congress, 
President Truman proclaimed a 
period of Memorial day for 
prayers for peace, and the prayer 
composed by Saunders was used 
in ceremonies at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 

The idea grew out of a discus- 
sion he had with the minister of 
his Episcopal Church over a 
bridge table one evening. Says 
Saunders: 

“I don’t go to church as often 
as I should, but I happen to be- 
lieve very strongly in the power 
of prayer. My original idea was 
to have the prayer broadcast on 
all the radio networks at the 
same time, so that wherever you 
happened to be, in hearing of a 
radio, you would hear it. This 
didn’t work out, because the radio 
people have a lot of difficult 
scheduling problems on Memorial 
day.”

They used to have long and 
solemn arguments about the finer 
points of the League of Nations, 
but, both being unshakable Re- 
publicans, they were usually in 
fundamental agreement on the is- 
sues of the day.
